Labor Department show that while | 


women outnumbered men in France 
before the war by 756,682 (in a total 
population of 39,602,258), the war will 


probably decrease the number of men 
at least a million, giving the women a | 


majority of 1,750,000. 

The additional million excess fe- 
male population will be obliged, in 
part at least, to support themselves, 
increasing considerably the percent- 
age of female wage earners, which, 
according to statistics of the year 
1912, was one-fourth of the total 
number of employed in commercial 
and industrial establishments subject 
to inspection by the Labor Depart- 
ment.

Yacreage), by growing corn, over $150 
would be saved in the season's crop. 
This is enough money to put up 
silo, 

Although for amany years silage 

i has beeh regarded as one of the best 
succulent feeds for dairy cattle, it is 
only comparatively recently that it 
has received proper recognition as 4 
feed for fattening steers. Some ex- 

| periments carried on in the States re- 
cently show that cattle that are fed as 
mach as fifty and seventy-five pounds 
of silage per day sold for almost as 
much as those fattened chiefly on 
grain, while the cost of making one 
hundred. pounds gain was from $2 to 

'$3 less. We quote from Wallace’s 
Farmer: “At the Missouri Station,

For- years, 
the Englishmen and Scotmen have fed 
their average steer 70,100, or even

Might Have Been German, 


“For the great competitor of our 
English Marconi was a German com- 
pany; and. I assure you it was act- 
ually on the cards that this German 
company might have been brought 
over to London to drive Marconi out 
of the national business, 

“Every responsible person in the 
Marconi Company is now a membet 
of the British Secret Service. They 
know things of the highest import- 
ance. They hear every hour of the 
day things which must be divulged te 
no one. And who is there among the 
slanderers to raise a voice, even & 
whisper, in condemnation of these 
loyal subjects? 

“Soch is the initial romance of 
the Wireless War. We might have 
been in German hands for a weapon 
which is ecaential to national safety. 

“And now to the war itself. If 1 
might tell you all I know about thir 
matter, and I know only a very 
little, you would be astonished an¢ 
amazed; but at least I can tell yot 
enough to show you, if you have not 
thought about the matter before how 
romantically the invention of Mar. 
coni ia interwoven into all this grin 
business of mutilation and slaughte:

That pigs require » considerable 
amount of mineral matter in their 


fool is pretty well known but that! 


cows will sometimes suffer from want 
of it is not so well known. Salt, of 
course, is always fed to the stock by 
careful feeders all the year round. 

The late Herr Kellner estimated 
that a cow giving twenty pounds of 
milk per day should receive about 
three and a half ounces of lime per 
day. 
where cows had abnormal appetities 
and developed the habid of eating 
wood, ete, that when a sufficient 
amount of lime was fed the desire to 
gnaw woal and eat filth stopped. 

In sections where the water is soft 
many good dairymen put lime in the 
water trough so as to make sure that 


very important food constituent. The 
old saying that “a limestone country 
is a rich cOtntry” emphasizes the 
valu’ of the lime, and it is a well 
known fact that the bigest 
thriftiest cattle are ralsed where the 
soil has an abundance of lime. 
Writing in Wallace’s Farmer some 
time ago, Mr. C. H. Ecklea, of the 
University of Missouri, wrote: 
use of clover, alfalfa, or cowpea 
in the ration will make certain that 
this trouble (lack of lime in the feed) 
will not occur. These foods are the 
highest in lime content of any which 
we ordinarily feed. ‘Corn, on 
other hand, is the most deficient in 
lime of all grains ordinarily fed. A 
poum}! of alfalfa hay contains practi- 
cally the same amount of lime as 100 
pounds of corn. 

*“We found a herd of dairy cattle 
in this state suffering from a lack of 
lime—and on invéstigation it was dis- 
covered that the cows, which were 
producing 35 pounds of milk a day, 
were actually giving off more lime in 
their feed. Probably no trouble 
would have resulted except for the 
fact that the preceding summer had 
been dry and the grass short, making 
it impossible for the cows to accumu- 
late a reserve supply of. lime.”

NO MORE FOREIGN NAMES. 


Even Christian Names of Allied Origin 
'- Must Go in Saxony. 


Saxony is one of the most patriotic 
States in Germany. Having removed 
foreign words from their hotels and 
eating houses, their barbers’ shops, 
theatres, and milliners’ establishments 
the Dresden authorities have turned 
their attention to Christian names, 
and have begun an agitation which is 
sure to spread to other cities. 

It has been noted with pain that a 
very large ‘number of people have 
Christian names borrowed from other 
countries. In peace no reasonable b+ .° 
jection could be urged to this prac- 
tice, but sit the present time for Ger- 
man women, men, and children to be 
ébliged to go through life saddled 
with a name which is not German, 
and which is closely identified with a 
belligerent country, is intolerable. 
Accordingly, good Saxons have been 
notified that those persons with for- 
eign Christian names who desire to 
get rid of them, and adopt instead 
sound German names, may do so, the 
civil authorities giving them every 
leek! facility, and removing all ob- 
stacles from their path. Among the 
names considered undesirable are: 
James, John, Ivan, Rene, 


Olga, Vera, Renee, Gabrielle, Sylvia. 

The officiala at registry offices are 
instructed to draw the attention of 
parents registering their children 
with foreign Christian names to the 


desirability of choosing a German 


name, and only to enter foreign 
names when the parents absolutely 
insist.

Drowned by the Thousand. 


The Bishop’s Rock lies between the 
Scillies and Land’s End, and is expos- 
ed to the full force of the winter gales. 
At the top of the massive tower there 
used to be a great bell, used for warn- 
ing in fogs. In one storm a wave 
wa 
ered the upper gallery with sand. This 
gallery is just one hundred feet above 
ordinary high-tide. 

e earthquake wave—are those caus- 
d by cyclones or circular storms. In 
such a storm the barometer may be 
lower by three inches in the centre of 
the storm than at its edge. The con- 
sequence of this tremendous reduction 
of pressure is that the sea in the vor- 
tex rises high above the usual level, 
and in this way are produced waves of 
appalling size and height. ' 

It was a wave of this type which, 
in the dreadful cyclone of 1876, swept 
upon the mouth of the Ganges, and 
drove in over an area thé size of De- 
vonshire. By marks upon the trees 
it was ascertained that this great wall 
of salt water rolled in forty-five feet 
high. The damage done was appalling 
and more than one hundred thousand 
unfortunate natives were drowned. 


Carried Over the Tree-Tops. 


One of the worst hurricanes of which 
we have any record was that which 
— Karatongs, in the Pacific Ocean, 
in the year 1846. Believe it or not, 4 

vessel from Tohiti was lifted by 
great wave, carried over the tops of 
the palm-trees, and dropped far in- 
land. The captain, who survived, de- 
posed on oath that he felt the tree- 
tops grating against the schooner’s 
timbers as she was swept along on the 
crest of this monstrous roller! 

The greatest of ordinary wind- 
waves are seen in the so-called “Roar- 
ing Forties,” south. of Cape Horn. 
They rise to forty-six feet. The Bay 
of Biscay deserves its bad name, for 
there waves thirty-six feet high have 
been measured. In the North Sea 
waves do not exceed fourteen feet, but

- ISLANDS BUILT TO ORDER. 


The Feat Is Not So Very Difficult As 
It Sounds. 


In the Bismarck Archipelago, now 

occupied by us, are two small islands 
that the Germans, with characteristic 
resourcefulness, built up for them- 
selves in a sean where formerly no 
land was. 
- This, however, is not quite so diffi- 
cult as it sounds. One must have 6 
foundation, of course—a coral reef 
for preference. Given this, and also 
an unlimited supply of native labor, 
and island building in these compara- 
tively calm and tideless waters be- 
comes almost as easily possible as 
does house-building elsewhere. 

’ ‘The Solomon Islanders, for instance, 
are adepts at the art. When the pop- 
ulation of any island of the group 
becomes too big for comfort, they just 
set to. work and build another one, and 
the surplus families emigrate: to it 
and settle down there. 

The wsual plan is to choose a coral 
reef, which must not be submerged 
more than three or four feet. A raft 
is first. constructed, and anchored near 
the centre of the reef, where the wa- 
ter is shallowest. To this coral, torn 
from the outer fringe of the reef, is 
brought, and piled up pyramid-fashion 
to form tHe nucleus of the island. 
Lastly, earth is carried in canoes from 
the nearest land and spread over the 
coral, cocoanut-trees are planted, and 
homes erected. : 

Shipwrecked British sailors - once 
built for themselves an island of re- 
fuge after this fashion.

Bome of the German press com~- 
ment on the death of General Von 
Moltke is of considerable interest. The 
Berlin Lokalanzeiger has entirely for- 
gotten the elaborate German fictions 
about the sudden and imperative need 
for the invasion of Belgium and about 
the supposed Intentions of France 


“In the splendid successes of the 
first part of the campaign in Bel- 
gium and France we can recognize 
gratefully fruits which were probably 
in no small measure due to the joint 
labors of Schiteffen and Moltke—the 
tremendous march of victory into the 
heart ‘of France, and the equally 
tremendous war of resistance against 
superior enemy force in the eneniy’s 
country and not-on the Rhine. The 
roots of the great scheme which— 
because of the French girdle of fort- 
resses which has still not -béen over- 
come—saw salvation in carrying for- 
ward our own offensive in the west, 
may be sought In the mind of the 
old Moltke; -but Schlieffen and the 
nephew of the strategic genius ripen~ 
ed the seed in wonderful fashion. Bel, 
gium alone—the same Belgium which 
long before the war had concluded an 
agreement with those who attacked 
us—supplied the base for this offen- 
sive to.cover our country fn the west.”

Seven Forme of Artillery Are Em- 
ployed in War. 


No fewer than seven different 
kinds of artillery are taken into the 
field by a modern army—mountain, 
horse and field guns, light and heavy 
howitzers, position guns and siege ar- 
tillery, says The Glasgow Herald.

guns is the French “75.” Its special 
excellence consists in its recoil buffer. 
Most modern guns are placed on car- 
riages designed to absorb the shock of 
‘recoil without allowing the carriage 
to move. In this way great rapidity 
of fire is attained, as the gunners 
have not to lay it after each shot, The 
French gun is held in position by 4 
spade at the end of the trail, and the
